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EDITORIAL 


One of the most exciting things about being an investigator, is when one fínds 
OHielation of events between a recorded case somewhere out there in the world, aiid^ 
a case one h^pens to be WOTldng on. When I started investigatìng UFOs, some 18-^ 
20 yeare ago, thì,s didn't happen; or íf it did, it didn't happen very often for me. But 
now, with all the experience 1 have gained over the years, 1 am beginning to 
understand why people like myself believe in visitations firom beings other than 
ouFselves. i í 

As our regular readers will know, I am convinced that water on Eaith has certaiii 
properties of whìch we are not aware, and which the ''visitots*, whoever they are, are 
knowledgeable about. This fact was first pointed out to ok by Paul Norman of 
VUFORS, Australia, and once aware of it, i began to re^ise how many UFO cases 
involved the search for water. 

Another reference whidi comes to mind is that of Danie van Graan of Loxton (in the 
KarooX in 1972. On the ground, immediately after hé close encounta-, he found what 
he called ‘a jewel’. In actual fact, it was a piece of glass caused by tíie tremendous 
heat emanating from the craft, so that the sand actually melted and refofmed m ^ass. 

Withm the glass, oiie could see bits of grass, grit, etc, 

Recently, Hi a report receive^frpfh * farmer in Featherstone, Zimbabwe, he had seen 
what looked like an elon^aed Amerií^ car approach his gate, stop, and then reverse 
and leave. He became suspiciws, ooUected hís gun and four workmen, and walked 
down to the gata What suiprised Iiini the tremendous heat which arose from the 
ground whoe Ihe object had been. He tokl me that they wwe áll perspirìng profiisely. 
I have not reported this case fiilly yet, as 1 have only recently been able to re-contact 
the farmer who made the orìginal telephone cali to me. 

Untii I vish the farm and speak ío íhe farmer, I fcel unable to vCTÌfy íhe fkcís. (See 
AFRINEWS N'* 15 for further details.) Another factor in this particular case, whicb 
has many paiaUels all over tìie worid, is that, b^ming wbitied by the appearance of 
the strange vehicle, the farmer sent two of his workmen to bring his sheep from the 
bush into the perimeter of the farm. However, when the men collected the sheep and 
retumed with them, the animals refiised to walk over the heated ground but entere^ 
in single file, at tìie veiy edge of the gate. This same syndrome ápp^ed in the Dáiìiiè 
van Giaan case in Loxton, South Africa. The craft, or whatever, landed in Danié's 
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shee|> treia/CendosuieX althongh tìie sheep were not there at the time. But wheo he 

taterbioughthissheq» in,hesiiowediiiethatwhen hisdogmovedthesheep ftom one 

end of the kraal to tìie other, they divided and waUted around where the craft had 
stoo(],but never over that paiticular circle of ground. 

In thecase ofthe moìherand dnugliterabductìon (Case N'SO, UFO AFRINEWS N“ 

6 &N" SKboth women spotífiof a mist-Iike vaponr throu^ whica they approached 
the inlsriorofthe craft. This ‘míst’ is fiet|uently mentioned in various case historire 
and l maSL admit that I am ahnost certain it is a decontaminaiion process (See Antonio 
ViIIas Boas of Brasìl, who was sprayed before his sexual csontact with an alien 
wofnan). 

At the nìOfnent l am investtgìaíing a caae in Bmdura, Zimbabwe, where a yoiing Senior 
School bpyof 17 sawa small fipwc ina whHesuit (which covered it completely) with 
a ^satchel on its back/ 

1 kaow thereare many corollaries in UFO lore for this happening, but 1 cannot recall 
any specific case and all the encyclopaedias (3) I have, do not list ‘backpacks’ or 
‘satcbels’ in ttieir indices. There is cmfi case in Brasil, investìgated by a lawyer, where 
two huntets who lost a«iskfcrable time, latesr found a satchel lying on the ground with 
straoge wrìting on it. 

I actually took a slide of thís writing with me to the Middle East, as I suspected it 
might be written in Aramaic, or ancÌCTt Hebrew. Later I contacted a Lingiiistics 
professor at the University of Jwusalem who speciaiised in anciait langnages, but 
when I mentioned UFOs and Brasil, he refijsed to have anything to do with it. So 
mudi for scientific curiosity! 

1 know there are other cases of satchels on the entitics' backs, and would appieciate 
ìnfomiatìon on this. 

A lot of ufologists withdraw ftom the subject after many years of interest and 
investigation. 

Some pohaps, have become loo oíd to go out in search of evidence; some are iU, and 
some have become disaiusioned for lack of soluticms. Indeed, for me too, the years 
CTeep by and I don't have ihe eneigy I had in my thirties and forties. But lose interest? 
Never! 1 grow more and more intrigued as the years go by. 1 am still physically able 


to move around Africa and I still do full-time investigations with a wonderful team 
built up over the years. ^ 

1 cannot underatand those who denigrate every case before'tiifiy tìave inyesf Ì^éd one 
singte&ctor. Butneitherdol vaJuetheopinjon ofthose Whqare só gumbte that tìM^ ‘ 
accept at face value everything íhey are told. 

Of course 1 make mistakes, but then, dpn't we all? But at least I work with ail oj^ 
mind and I do accept that a large number of reports involve physicai óbj^ wíth 
which we are fanùlw (kKdted at from a different angle, peibaps), or natural 
phenomena which we do not reco^ize. 

To rae, UFOs are still the gretíest mysteiy of our time. 


LESOTHO - ANOTHER UFO HOAX? 

I have my Araerican correspondent Albert Benajam to thank for fiist drawing 
aitention to an alleged UFO crash in Leribe, Lesotho. He sent me a cutting wdiich 
iqxjrted that a fànner in Lesotho had seen something crasb in the bills on hjs l^d in 
September, 1995. There was lìttle more to the report than that, bpt 1 manediately 
started making enquiries fiom most of our top sources in South AfHca. ^ 

Then, anonymously, someooe seit some documents refemng to the Lesotho crash. 
This was quíte a revelation, apart {rom the fact that I thoughi thq' were f^ed and at 
the back of my mind, iames van Greunen's name sprang up. « .. 

a- 

Thedocuments looked reasonably genuine, but so had the documents purporting to 
be real whkb van Greimen bad produced in his sad altempt to hoax the world with an 
aiieged UFO crash in Botswana. 

And let me reiterate here that 1 have never maintained that nothing occurred m 
Botswanm tmfy that whatever it was, h never haqipened the way van Greunen reported 
it, and l doubt it was a UFO. * ' 

But let us tell you the story, so you know where you are. 
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Thc csrly report, and now thc documefits, altcgcd that an ÁfHcan farmer, Peter 
Lachasa, heard a strangesound tn tJie sky at 21:15 hours on the 15*^ Septembèr, 1995. 
His fann was 12 km west of the Madibamatso river m Lesotho. Two minutes after 
he heard'a dull explosion, hí went ío ijivestigate the cause 

Fiiendsof Peter Lachasa's who lived on the boundaries of his farm told him they had 
seesià hright light in thesky Ihatslowly descended to the ground and exploded, giving 
off soine blindíng flashes. Lachasa accompanied them to the site where a humming 
sound could be heard from the ‘craft’ which became a dul! grey in colour after the 
lighl surroundìng it ditnínìshed. 

Aii inteRSe heat surrounded the object which prevented peopíe ^pproaching too 
closely. Also, the grass suirounds had been set alight which made close inspection 
impossiblc. 

Lachasa decided to report the matter tó the Lèribe Poiice in casc anyone had been 
injuted in.side the 'craft’. 

Lachasaallegedly arhved at Leribe Police Station at 22:30 and noíified Sgí Thobo, the 
Duty .Officer, of what had happened. He asked the police to remove the strange 
■■aircraft’ from his farm as it was frightening his cattle. 

Supposedly, at 22:34, 14 minutes later, Sgt Thobo and Constable Nandi escorted 
Peter Lachasa to the site ofthe crash. The Sergeant later reported that a laige round 
disc'shaped object lay on Lachasa's fann. The object measured approxiraately ‘18 
meters ìn length by 3 meters in height.’' It was a dull grey colour; it had no windows 
or portholes, nor any doorway. The object did not appear to be extemally damaged, 
although the suirounding terrain was severely disturbed. 

Sgt Thobo allegedly radioed the Leribe Police and was told to retum and make an 
oíìiciai repori. At 00: i 5, a T.^otho govammetii ofi'iciàl was supposedly coritactcu arid 
a 2“page report faxed to South Afncan Militaiy Command/I SAl Intelligence Unit 
(a bit repetitive as 'SAI’ reads South African Intelligence), in Bloemfontein. 


The spelling of ‘meters’ is mcorrect here, as the 
documents are South Affican where the word is 
spelt as ‘tnetre’. 


Asthe ‘documents’ have H, the South African Intelligence rcceived the fax at 00:17 
and checked on what ^rcraft had been in the area at the time. 

A ‘Commander George Human’ (as far as we know, he does DOt exist) from the 
Aiibome EhvisHin mstiucted - accordmg to the docimienls - an aenal assessment ot 
the area. Two Alouette helicopters were sent to inspect the site. At 01:17 a rescuc 
Team under ‘Capt Manie Louw’ (untraceable) reported that he was at the site and a 
fierce fire had engulfed the area. 

He said that ‘400 square metere were engulfed in fire’; that a disc-shaped metallic- 
looking object of approx. 20 metere in length seemed to be in tact (sic); that the 
terrain around the object was severely damaged by the impací, and that due to the 
darkness and smoke, clear observations couid not be made. 

Capt, Louw was told to patro! and secure the area, 

Our source later ìnformed us that the timing was almost an impossibility. Having 
access to S.A. Intelligence, he said the whole exercise could not have b«n 
accomplished within the time stated. Besides, he pointed out, the Intelligence nit 
would have waited for dayiight. 

Further into the documents, the Botswana crash was mentioned, and knowing that the 
documents referring to that had been faked by van Greunen, we became even more 
suspícìous, 

To make Ihe report even more ridiculous, it is alieged thal Milttaiy IntelhgCTce ffom 
Pretoria was infonued and they instnicted the Unit on site to keep a sterile area o 
100 meters around the craft’ and take control tmtìl a Foreign Technology R^very 
Division from Valhalla AFB could arrive. The area allegedly remained sterilc unti 
this Foreign Recovery Unit arrived at 05:55. There are oíher documents involved, alí 
extrenieíy far-feíchcd in conísní and u.nbeíievab!y naTve. 

The more we thought about it, the more we felt that somehow, van Greunen was 
involved. It was his styie and yeí, the last we'd heard of him, he was safely enscon^ 
m a domestic situation with his parmer in the North of Greal Bntain. But when 
examining the documenís, there was definitely evidence of his personality . There 
were no glaring speliing mistakes, only some small ones. that we could find. But the 
name of a Geneml (Patric Dwight) in one document was absolutely incongmous for 
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a Soutìi Aíican (He was supposíd ío head the S A. Air Force Intelligence), Another 
nane ^-as ‘OL HoK’: well, there the ccnnection immediately became apparenl. Cul. 
Halt was the C.O. of tlie American Air Force Base al Bentwaters, where a 
BriúshAJSA UPO case in íate 1980, which Jeony Randies has reponed so ably in 
ST.VR CRASH. had occuned. 

We then contacted the VIP ir South Africa wnom we know well, and he soon 
establíshedthat although thetebphone number given forthe Intelligence in Pretoria 
was genuine enough, no-one (not eveti the Top Brass - who had no idea what it was 
all about!) had ever heard of General I>wight oi Colenel Holt. 

However. the VIP source was also qutck to pick up on the papers he had looked at; 
This stoiy has the same feei about it [as the Botswana Crash case had], the same 
fínger-printing, but with spelling corrected, he wrote. The trouble with these 
hoaxtere is that ihey either ovo'-estimate their owti inteliigence or under-estimate the 
intelligence of the recipients...' 

As far as he was concemed, here again were the trade marks of James van Greunen! 

And then. through a quite different but also reliable source. we heard that van 
Greunen was back in South Africa! 

We are quite sure he is behind this Lesotho story; as much as he was behind the hoax 
he perpetrated in the Kalahari/Botswana crash. 

At that lime, he was certainly after the ‘big money as he had been promised 2000 
Deutschmarks (R5000) by a weH-known and respected Editor in Germany. In fact, 
tìiis is how 1 fiist had defmite confírmation that the documents in the Botswana case 
were a hoax, because van Greunen had stayed with this person in Munich for some 
time, promising this Editor his fuli support of the stoiy and further documentation; 
and when he íáiled to produce any of this, he riiialiy broke dowTi and confcsscd íhaí 
his part in the whole stoiy had been a lie. All the documents were faked; the reports 
untrue. 

The only thing he stuck by was that somethiag had happened involving a crash in 
Botswana. which information had been passed to híni by his fnend (We thought this 
could be Hendrik Greef, a íriend. we believe. ffom schoo! days. Or another contact 
whom van Greunen must have had from within the Air Force). 


We have heard that van Greunen did his National Service in South Africa in the Air 
Force and that he was subsequeníly moved to the intelligeoce Section for a short 
period. This is a possibility but be is obvìously living in a dream world; a fantasy of 
his own making; deeply involved with UFOs - he joined MUFON when he was 16 - 
and detenntned to be recognized as some soit of super ufologist with perhaps the 
‘Geller’ effect. ‘ 

In retiospect, we really feel sony for him! His problems are already enormous and he 
is creating even bigger ones for himself. 

If he really is involved again this time, then we can only say, 

‘Watch it, James; you cannot get away with these hoaxes all the time. There's 
bouod to be some retríbutionr 


‘WHY ARE THEY HERE?’ 

UFOLOGY IN AMERICA AND BRITAIN

PARTII: THE SANTILLI FILM 

As noted before, the highlight of the BUFORA meeting was the Santilli filnj, about 
which people (before and after seeíng it) had mtxed views. Slides of the entity wCTe 
shown at tìie MUFON meeting and the film was discussed there by Milton Friedman 
and other exp^ts, ìncludíng Kent Jeffiries, who thinks the filni is a hoax and veiy 
dangerous to the on-going effort to geí tìie American goverament to come clean about 
Roswell. George Wingfield, a British ufologist who hwl seen the film at a London 
showing on 5* May, argued that the public should at least wait to make up Hs mind 
until the film has been appraised by experts. Indeed, both forensic pathologists and 
the Kodak Gompany were (ai the íimè of íhe BUFORA mceting) evaluatmg the 
foota^. 

Ray Santilli was also present at Sheffieid and explaìned how he fbrtuitously acquired 
the film from the now elderly Ama-ican cameraman (pseudonym, Baraett) when 
purchasing ew^ly footage of Elvis. Neither Santiili nor Baraett is a ufologist, but the 
former had heard of Roswell and SantiHi is a shrewd businessman, and so both 
realised the value of the fìlm. 
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The stOT7, acc«díngto Santìllí, goes thus: Bamett, wtiom Santilli feels is genuine , 
was a cameiaftiaii for the USmiIitary. 

He was told tliat a Russian spy plane had crashed and to be prepared to take some 
pictuiEs, When arrivingthcre, hereslised it wasrit a Russian craft that had crashed. 
Hetoolc photos of tìie debris and the occupants. 

A portion of the film was then slown, which entailed an autopsy of a female- 
appearinghimianoid, with nonavel on hCT extended síotnach, no breasts, a large hrad 
and black hooded eyes, and six digits on hands Mid feet. She had suffered a major 
injuiy to her rigjit leg. The two doctors were ftilly covered in protective gear, while 
a míin stood outside the glass window of the autopsy room wearing a surgical mask 
and gown. As they started cuttíng, Ìt appeared (to this layraan) that the body was 
newly dead, for blood seeped ftom the incision, and there appeared to be no ngor 
mortis. AUthe while a clock in the backgjound kept time: the autopsy started at 10.20 
and iinbhed at 12; 15, though the film was much shorter in length. It was also poorly 
made tn places, with li^t erasingthe picture at times. The doctors removed and 
wcighed the organs, and opened the cranium, removing the bram. Finally, photos 
wcre taken of casts of the hands and feet, and of an I-beam (approximately one foot 
long) with characters on its side. The characters appeared to be thus: 


SantiIIi answered questions after the film, stating that doctors who have viewed the 
fitai have said tìiat the body appeared to have been dead only two hours. The camere 
wotk was poor because Bamett used a hand-held camera with no zoom. NASA is 
tiying to improve the quality ofthe fìlm, which totals 22 reels, at the moment. Fmally, 
alsoaccoiding to SantiUi, Bamett said he kept the filra all these y^, as it had 
separated out of a much iarger consigianent because it was of a^Ìaíively poor quahty, 
The f€St of the film had been sait to Washington, while he waited for the govemment 
to come and pick up these remainmg reels, which it never did. He had not viewed or 
discussed it for years, p l ^ 

The following day, Michacl Hesemann took up the story by stating first that Santilli 
had been ‘helpfiil, open and coopenitive’ throughout the investigation into the 
authenticity of the fitai. But the fiuthest Hesemann would go at this stage was to state 


tìiat the filiT ì ‘may be authentic’, though he didnt thínk it was actually shot at Roswell. 
Instead, he argiied thaí there were two crashcs in 1947 - paits of a cráft came down 
at Rosweil but another part, with sevcral bodies, came down in a diy lake béd liear 
Magdalena, New Mexioo, west of White Sands and out past an Apache reservaition. 

(He stated that he has found and visited the site and has sent píctures - which were 
shown at the BUFORA meeting - to Bametì to confirm the location. The pictures 
showed an area where the soil was iiurportedly replaced, and certainly there did appear 
an aiea that was differwit from the surrounding ground.) 

It was there that Baroétì was told to start fíiinìng, whiie a militaiy medìcal team 
watched three entities, who were ‘tnjured and ciying’, and their single d^d 
companion. Barnett claíms, accofdìng to Hesemann, that they h«d black boxcs on 
their chests, which were violently removed from them by American security forees. 
In any event, these [entitìes] and the debris were removed by truck, taken to Wright 
[PattersiMi] Fieíd and fitaied there by Baraett again. The first films, then, were taken 
by Bamett m 1947, while the last fUm, the one shown at Sheffìeld, was of the autopsy 
done in DaJlas <mi one ofthese creatures, who died ìn 1949. ThCTe were, according to 
Hes^ann, some 120 leels of fílm origioally. 

Hesematm ecplained tìiat Kodak has stated that the film is either 1947 or 1967 stock 
and that it ís doing fiirther tests to confírm which daíc is correct. Meanwhile, one 
patholo^ has leported that the brain removed oo film does not appear to be human, 
and a palaeontologist has stated that the entity ís not human. By the time ihis report 
b published, hard infoiTnation may be known about the fílm, for it was to be shown 
on TV Channel 4 in the UK in !aíe August [1995] and fiirther reports ftom experts 
were due soon. 

Ckarly tbe fìlm has stirred the ÌmagÌQation of ufologists in the North. Some believe 
it is leai, others feel it is a hoax perpetrated by Bamett and/or Santílli. 

Othos think it is clevCT disínformatìon, designed by the authorities or others to steal 
(he spotlight fiom the US-G AO enquiiy ínto Roswell, and to undermine the credibilìty 
of Roswell investipitors and ufology generally. Whatever the case, it adds yet another 
diinension to the already complex Roswell case. 

Whh ovCT one-half of Amaricans convinced that UFOs are real, with programmes on 
TV in the US and UK reguiarly showing home videos of UFOs, and with the New 
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Ageis forecastmg a radicil and enlightened spiritual shift and/or milleimial 
cíSastrophe, ufology iothe North ismuch diíferent than it is m Africa. Hete we are 
stia (ioiiig graund work hy developiiig tiew cases and detemiining how local cuitures 
impact apon reports ofsightings and abductims

Further Coinments 

While 1 made it clear m UFO AFRINEWS N“ 13 that 1 cannot say the ‘alien body’ 
film beingcommercìally exploited by Ray Santilli is genuine, 1 must admitthat the 
moie evìdeocc bemg presaited, the more I lean lowards this theory. 

True, Kent Jeffiey in his exposé in the MUFON JOURNAL of March '96, had sorae 
vey valid points to prssent. 

a) He speaks of Santilli's leluctancse lo hand over any of the originaJ film to Kodak 
for analysis. I must admit tbat I too ftnd this difficult to accept for after all, ifthe 
filmis genuine. what has Smitilii to fear? But on the other hand SantillL, who to 
me appeared to be a lather nìcc, gentíe sort of pereon, is also an astute 
businessman. He says hc is doing well with the film as it is and he does not want 
to be embroiled in any further hassles. 

b) In my previous analysis(AFRINEWS N" 13) 1 did not mention that the body had 
no navel. Surely, if the body was a simulation made by some movie house, they 
would haidly omit to put in a navd (this lack of a nave! has become a main factor 
in authenticating the body among Canadian groups). 

c) With regard to the ‘hieroglyphics’ found on the cross-bars, l have looked at the 
figures very carefiilly indeed, and although it is true that one can almost read 
‘video’ into the one, it cerUiinly takes a bit of imagination to do so. If you want, 
you can alniDst read anything into foreign letters, 

Dr Leo Sprinkle, retired Professor of Psychology ftom Wyoming University in 
Laiamie, recently sent me Bob Shdi's aiticle on llie Alien Autopsy Footage, published 
in Photo Shopper of December4^ 1995. Shell is an authority on rnany photographic 
topics and editor of Shutterbug Magazine. 


Shell confirms that ‘the film is Ì947-vmtage Kodak lónim Super XX Panchromatic 
high speed safety fiim.’ 

He also gpes on to say it was used by the imlitaiy for diflèrent types of photography, 
and he ís quite sure it was of 1947 viiitage. He gives a numbCT of vaiid reasons for 
this beìng 1947, none of which 1 have seoi quoted elsewherc, viz. the wall-clock, the 
telephone and its cord, etc. were not available in 1927. 

In 1957 Kodak altered íhe 1 ómm film. The Super XX film was discxMitinued then too. 
Besides all this, there is an odour and shrinkage which is easily recognisabie to an 

expert, 

Even if the body ìs a fake, Shelí is positive the fílm was shot in 1947. And what 
production house had the abilily at that time, to produce such a hoax, apart fiom the 
exorbitant cost? 

Sheil has also idoitified Ihe camera as a Bell & Howell Filmo 70 which doesnt focus 
very close. ‘If you move in very cìose, the picture becomes bluired . 

Shell says there are two places duriog the fílm wherc a reflection of the cameraman 
s seen, one being when the camera is reflected in the bone saw used for opening the 
skuli. 

There is a great deal more of Shell's expertise (in the ajticle) and it was enough to 
convince me that no-one really knows the answers. But when one wmghs up the 
evidence, there now appears to be more in favour of the reality of Ihe body than 
against it. 

It ís up to you to make your choice. 


EVIDENCE OF UFO SUNBURN

With refereoce to our lequest for cases of sunbum after UFO contact, we had a repíy 
fitMn Loren Gross of tbe USA. We are indebt^ to Mr Gross for these references and 
thank him for his response. 
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riiiì istakai ftom PASSPORT TO MAGO>ilA by Jacques Vallée, published 1969: 

On August 13"', 1965, a 37-year-old civilian bad seen an object, about lOOm. in 
diamelcr, flj in fbntof theraoon. It then disappeared, followed by a ‘shock-waye’ 
effèct. 'Whenmsìde his house, the witness (after about 20 minutes) found his vision 
hazy and his eyes painhil. He gradually lost vision in both eyes and his entire body 
was sun'bumt. Medical examination compared these symptoms to ultra-violet 
exposure. His vision subsequently reíumed. 

In the Inteniational UFO Reporter Mited by Prof. J Ailen Hynek, of Sept. 1978 
(Vol.3. ^“9) it reads as follows: 

Police Officer Manucl Aniparano of Kerman, Califomía Police Department, was 
driving in his police car on May 13*^, 1978, on Delnorte Avenue at 03:32 in the early 
nioming when he saw a reddish light ahead of him. At first he thought it was a fire 
so he drove to the site and pulled off the road near the raiUvay tracks. There was an 
unusual souree of li^t about 45“ tn the sky. It looked iike a horizontally-oriented 
oval, twioeas wide as it vvas acrimson-red colour. It was bri^t but did not hurt 
hisò'es. Tt hovered motionlessly. Amparano watched for about 4 minirtes, when the 
light source shot out a beam of blue light, and then went straight up out of sight in a 
matter of seconds. 

Amparano drove back to the Station, aware of a tiftgling sensation in his body. But 
when he gol back to the Police Station, where 5 olher witnesses were already 
assembled, he leamed that he was sun-bumt Ted as a lobster’. Afler 4 hours it faded 
abit.

I know dierc are crtha- instances of‘sunbum’ following a cfose UFO encounter, notìe 
of which have proved iasting or fatal.

Tragedy Hits Afrkaii ViUage 

‘In June of 1954, Lrafi TTiindu, an 1 l-year old AfHcan boy, visHed his grandmother 
in a small village about 100 miles from his own home in Nairobi, Kenya. The story 
related to me (Earl Nefl) about an Unidenttfied Fiying Object was so unusual that I 
later asked him to tell this tn^c story on a big UFO radio pro^am. 

Laili Thindu and an older conqjanion were tending his graftdmothet's flock of goats 
and sheep on a ^assy siope «1 ihe outskiris of the viiiage of Kirimukuyu. Mí Kcnya, 
25 miles away, is in the background. 

On two occasions, Laili saw a brilliwit light on the mountain, At first he believed it 
was a ligjit carried by mountain climbers. Later, the light fcU from the crest and made 
a sharp turn to the right, covering a great distance in the matter of a few moments.

Later,all was silenL The foHowing moming it was 
leaniedtliat all the dancers; ill Ihe children, the ^imals, the people who had gone to 
their beds insìde the huts... all were dead! Apparently killed by the deadly rays ftom 
aUFO!!’ 

Let me repeat, I cannot vouch foi the authenticity of this stoiy, but 1 have heaid 
several versìons of it over the years. 

I cannot recalJ a case of UFOs being as destructive es this, and I find it difficult to 
believe that a village wouW bethus destroyed without rbyme or reason. But then, 
who knows?

lí was a vay wann ni^t, with clear skies overbead. There were four witnesses; Mrs 
Cloete’s sim Robert, her sister Cathy, a Inend. Justine, and herself. They reached a 
section of the road whìch was on a rise, affcrrding a panoramic view of the sky. 

Cathy diew thdr atteitìon to what looked !ike an aírcraft, but they then noticed seven 
smaUer objects raoving away from the large one; all going in different directions and 
flashing on and off as they went {‘almost like fireflies flashing’).

ISRAELI SIGHTINGS 

KADEMA is a town m Israel of about 5000 inhabitants, in tìie centre of aii area 

called Sharrm (in Hebrew). Half-way between Tcl Aviv and Haifa is the city of 
Netanya. About 10 milcs East is Kadema. The tovra is in the citrus countiy and is 
suiTOunded by orchards and green meadows in March, when íhis incident occurred. 

On the moming of ^O"- March, 1993, at 06:00 hours, Carme! Zsiporet woke up, 
distuibed by somethmg. She went outside her house where she saw a UFO resting on 
the ground, about 50 metres fVom where she was. The UFO was shaped like an 
orange fiuit container and was silver-coloured. Along its sides thae wctb 18 glowing 
square windows. Five large beams of lìght shone ftom the craft into the sky. As 
Zsìporet was watching, anmher ‘conlainer’-sh^|)ed object, the same size as the first, 
suddenly materialised. The size of the object was estimated to be 5 x 6 metres. 
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Alongside the UFO, Zsiporet notìced an entity about 2- 
2'/^ metres tall, weariiig a metallic type of overall, the 
colour of alumiiiium foili He wors a sort of‘bee-keeper’ 
hal and his face could not be seen. 


An appaiwitiy tel^athic conversation took place, and to 
Zsipoirt’s queslion, ‘Why don’t you take off your hat so 
I can see your fece?’ the entity’s reply was, in Hebrew, 
‘Kakha ieh\ meaning, ‘That’s the way ít is.’ 


Zsiporet feh compelled to enter the house and by the time 
she went outside again, the objects and entiíy were gone. 
The following day she walked to the field and saw what 
appeared to be a landíng circle. By the time Yoram 
Toihatian, a UFO investigator, arrived at Kadema, on the 
3 Ist March 1993, he found a second circle a few metres 
fnxn the first, and a third circle was also seen in the same 
field on Ist April, 1993. This time, no UFOs or entities 
Every circle has íts own peculiar trace 


U k I were seen. 

V** material. Torbatian gathered samples which are sealed 
and awaiting further analysis. in the first circle, they 
found a gelatin-like black substance. This ìs acidic and has not yei been identified. 
In the second and thiid circles, a red liquid was spread in patches. One of the 
princìpal elenrents of this liquid is cadmium. In the third circle, chips (shards) of 
siiicon were found. The silicon has been extensively analysed. It was initially 
.scanned by an Electrwi microscope with energy dispersive X-ray micro-analyser, 
Differratial thamal gravimetric analysis and X-ray diffiactometer, The tffits were 
conducted at the Geological Survey Department of Israel. 


Theic aie a lot of questirais conceming the Kadema story: for example, we would very 
much like to know the írace elemení which tnakes up the silicon chips. The Kadenm 
sigjiting is an on-going case involving dozens of UFO circles ranging ín size fiom 4 
to 18,5 metres in diameter. 

UFO circles are located by means of ultra-lìght planes flying over, survqing the 
Kadema area. For lastance, on the Ist October 1995, a series of three cìrcles were 
fiMind of4,12 and 18,6 meties in diamrter. Close to these circles was a group of trees 
with scorched leaves.

UPO STOPS AIRCRAFT OVER BARILOCHE, ARGENTINA 
Rcport iironi R«th Gcrstel 

‘We saw something likfi arevereed flying saucer, as l^ge as a Boetng 737, and wilh 
m enonnaus tíght íhat dazzled us.' 

Those words from an Argentmean pilot, describe an event that couid have ended in 
nragedy. Here is the stoiy: 

Eveiything seented nomial on FUght 734 of Aeroiineas Argentinas on the evening of 
August Ist, en raite to San Carlos de Bariloche. But at 20:25, when the pilot bcgan 
thcteidingprocediire,thepassengers were suddenly shaken by an abrupt movOTent 
ofthe plane as it regained altitude. Whiíe the aircrafl kept circling above the airpoit, 
the pilot explained to the passengere that there had been a sudden blackout and he 
could not receive pCTmission to land. 

Tffli rninules later, the lights letumed Mid permission to land was given. Once more, 
the pilot began the ianding manoeuvres. 

But just as he lined up the plane’s nose with the landing stnp, all four men in the 
cabin - pilot Jorgp PoSanco, seoood pílot Carlos Dortona, flìght engineer Joige Allende 
and anoíher pílot fiom Aerolineas- were dazzled by the lights of an object sbaped like 
a levased dish with a pulsating orange light on top and emittmg a greCT ray on each 
side. ‘It came towaids us at fiill speed but stopped about 100 metres in firmt ofthe 
plane. We asked the Contiol Towct if there was other traffìc in the area and they said 
tbere was only an airciaft of the Gendarmerie siMne 200 metres above us , the pílot 
said later. Capt. Ruben Cipazuk, the pilot of aircraft PA 315/GN, told Ihe crew of 
Flìgbt 734 that he was also seeing the object. ‘l don’t know what Ìt is, but 1 can see 
it is foHowmg you.’ 


As the Boeing once tnore approached the airstrip, the object took up a position about 
40-60 raetres on its ríght, apparentiy inlending to escort íts descent. As it did so, a 
.second blackout hit not oniy íhe airport, but the whole cily, so that all radio contact 
brokedown. Polanco said, ‘Then 1 executed what we call an escape, and retumed to 
1000 metres above Uie airpoit, but the Unidentified, with movemaits impossible for 
o 4 ir ciaft and a speed beyond our technology, rose to our altìtude at a 90 degree angle 
ìn less than two seconds and hovered there for a few moments. When we began the 
descent, the object crossed over below the plane and disappeaied in seoondSr. 

■ •íí'-..; 

At 21:10 the Boeing 737 finally landed safely at Bariloche. The passengers were not 
awareof the momaitous events and left the aircraft quickly becausc of the long delay. 

The chief of the Air Station, Major Oviedo, confirmed later that Polanco could not 
land 011 his fíist attempt due to the sudden appearance of a strMige object on his route. 
He said that the masstve li^t was seen by the staff of the Control Tower and he 
(hought the passengers couid not see the UFO due to the interior lights of tbe ptane 
being swìtdied on, while the cockpil light was much dinimer. The abrupt tum made 
by the pilot in forcing the plane to gain altitude just at Ihe moment of the second 
blackout, must have shaken the 100-odd passengers, though Ihey appear to have said 
nothing about it. 

Members of the crew Síùd that what they saw was not an aircraft: *It was nothing 
coiresponding to the iaws of physics we know’, th^ said. Flight raigineer Allende 
added, ‘In the 15 years ì’Ve been flying, I’ve never seen anything Hke it. I nevet 
bdieved that we are the oofy bein^ in the imiverse; nevertheless, it was a great shock. 
Nobody ts really prepared for something so astonìshing as that’ 

A special report presented to the people tn charge of Bariloche Airport described the 
phenomenon which, for the first time in the history of Argentine aviation, was 
observed fi^om thr^ different positions by three separate groups of experts in 
acRKiauíks: íhe crew ofFlighí 734, the síaffof the Coníro! Tower and the pilot of the 
Gendaimerie aircrafì which overflew the scene. 

Nevertheless, neither the Argentine Air Force nor the Department of Civil Aviation 
ever made any comments about the strange cvent. 
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A LITTLE BITOF ASTRONOMY 

Just recently, we liave hadquile an esiciting time in our southem skies. 

Fiist of ail, Venas has been particdarly briLiant on May 4"* and Juíy 17''. I had 
several telcphone calls regardíng thìs very bright li^t in our skies round about the 
Mty Hafp; aad íòrthese of you who saw ?t, fairly early in the evening, it was Vènusl 

It appeared not too hi^ above the tcHÌzon ajtd didn’t stay visibie for long, before 
sinkingdown. But itwastnily outstanding! 

Then, around Sunday, March 10“*, 1996, several calls came my way. There was 
somethmg strange in the skies, seen from Johannesburg,, throu^ Botswana, to 
Zìmbabwe. 

A long, vertica] white light was clearly visible in the skies. To one it looked like a 
cigarette; to another, a snake crossing the heavens, moving slowly and then 
dìsappeaiing among thc stars. One witness watched it fw approximatcly four 
minutes, and was thai joined by two others. 

The matter was soon solved: The Mereory, a newsp^jer in Natal, told tts readers that 
Dr John Caldwell, ofthe Soudi A&ican Astronomical Observatory in Cape Town, had 
ídentifíed the raysterìous vertical li^t, An American-ltahan satellite had been 
telhered to the American space shuttle Columbia, when the íether broke! The 20 km- 
long tether, called 'tethered satellite system 75' had initjaUy been connected to 
ColuiTd)ia; what pec^le weic seeàig was tbe reflection of the sun on the tether, which 
was the width ofa human flnger! Thts to<A a ftw days to reach our atmosphere when 
it burned up.

PARTII oí'INTELLIGENT LIGHT BALLS?’ 
from Roland Roeis in Nnniibìa. 

Pn Part 1, Roeis detailed several sightings of bright li^t balls observed by a number 
of people in various parts of Namibia, and the wítnesses’ comments about the 
‘inteliigait’ behavioar of these balls of Ugjit. In Part n, he offers smne commfflits 
based on his own ùivestigatitms and ideas.]

She is said to have told Mrs WL that Ihe Dogon in ancient times used to 
erect large stones at paiticular places all over the Afhcan continent, for sotne 
unknown puipose. Are these indicative of Afiican ley lines, just like their European 
counterparts? Whoknows? 

Perhaps we have herean interesting field of investigation, linking things that have not 
been linked before within ihe Afiican contart!

IN CONCLUSION 

Duríng stll theycais l’ve been worìdng on UFOs, the most important factor which so 
constantly rears its head, is that one should not reach any immediate conclusioiìs 
r^jarding a UFO case. 

Nothìng is sacrosanct anynioiei you can swear an oath that what this person is tellìng 
you is the truth and nothing but the tnith. And the vety next week, some evidence 
com^ to hand to show that the whole deal was a scam. 

Well then, how does one know? 

Again, over the years, one leams by experience. It is tru^ as Paul Nonnan of 
VUFORS, Australia, is always telUng me, to be an ‘armchair detective’ is the easiest 
thing in the world. One sits back in the comfort of one’s home, assessing the 
evidence, and then onc makes a proclainatkMi: ‘Based on eveiythiiíg 1 have heard, this 
case is a total fraud’ Or perfiaps, ‘the brilliant spots of light in the night sky, are a 
flock of bìrds’, or ‘the wìtness wears glasses and therefore cannot see properly.’ 
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1 can give a dozen or more such examples ahd nòt only ftom Philip Klass or Carl 
Sagan, or those other exp«ts vríio are exlremely quick to deaigrate because basically, 
they don’t bclieve; but ftom the overly-guUible too. 

Then ask yourself: did they talk to the wìtnesses? Did th^ recognize the genuine 
terror in their Q'es; the consequent sleepless nights, the children traumatised to tìic 
extent that some are having counselling? Díd th^ examine the details b^ind the 
case; thediaracterofthe witness? And even more than that, did thqf visit the site 
aiìd see the maiks and iBsidiìe íeft behind which, when aisaNsed revealed effects that 
no-one could explaìn? 

On the otfaer hand, what about those into ufology who recognize every swíft-moving 
Hght in the sky as a UFO fitwn the Pleiades, probably sendìng messages of dire intent 
for the fìiture of Earth. 

Oracceptii^ ev^ document and whaí seenís to be, professionally presented repoit, 
BS bona fide evidence of a new UFO flap? 

Of course, I am not tiying to say that I am right evay tiroe eitfaer. ! have certainly 
made some unforgiveable errors in my time and have never been afinid to admit it. 
But now I’m not in such a hurry to rush into print until I’ve investìgated thoioughly 
and foilowed up every avenue of evidence that is availabie. 

John C. (now deceased) was a clerk with the Farmer’s Co-op Store, not far írom 
Macheke m Zindjabwe, wbrae he lived. On Saturday, 26* July 1975, John was aíone 
at home when at about 19:00 hours, he decided to stack up the fire in his fireplace (il 
was a cold, dear night) and go across the road to buy some chips. He wrot lound thc 
side ofthe house when suddaity, a terrifically brìght li^t ‘came onto me’ he sald. It 
was about 10 metres away, above the electricity wires at tree-top level. At the same 
time, 1 was thrown to the ground.’ 

He told me he was wide awake bul could not move. It was as though he was to^ly 
paralysed and he could rot even roll over to get out of the light beam. Hc had no idea 
how long he lay tìiCTe, but he remembers the light going out and it being all black 
around him. When he was able, he struggled onto his knees and crawled back to his 
house. When he got inside, the fire was out and ihe grate was cold! 
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Forthattob(i,T estiimtethií hehadbeen outside for at least 3 houK. When I started 
to chéck oal his stoty, tkere were tnany disturbiirg features. He was som^hat 
unreUable, a heavy drinker «nd suffered fioin haemophilia which fte dortor 
confinned. John refesed to bc medically examiDed and after several chaiacter reports, 

I dectded to dismiss the casc as a hoax. 

Several yeais later, 1 ìntenriewed a woman matel-owner and her

Like the alien body film: on the 19- August 1995.
